TO THE END.

A fter refusing to pay the penalties 
fixed by the allies as provided by the 
Versailles treaty, and giving as its rea­ 
son the impossibility of m eeting the 
terms and raising the sums dem anded, 
it appealed to President Harding to 
arbitrate and pledged its sacred honor 
and the faith of the German people to 
carry out to the last detail and pay in 
full any sum or sums that he might 
award as reparation. 
If, as it says, Germany is totally un­ 
able to m eet the dem ands of the allies 
what would she have done had Prest- 
dent Harding accepted the role of ar­ 
bitrator and had found that those d e­ 
mands were just and right and should 
be paid? 
If the figure set by the allies is 
utterly impossible 
now, 
how 
could 
they have kept their pledge of honor 
had 
the 
president 
accepted 
and 
had 
rendered a verdict concurring 
in the amount dem anded by the al­ 
lies? 
If they could pay under the de­ 
cision of the president why can not 
they pay now? Or did they contem ­ 
plate repudiating the president’s find­ 
ings, should they have agreed with 
the allies’ demands, just as they have 
repudiated the agreem ent into which 
they entered upon signing the treaty? 
The president, of course refused to 
assume the duties of umpire. 
Diplo­ 
matic reasons w’ere given for this re­ 
fusal but after all the real reason is 
not hard to find. 
Probably Mr. Hard­ 
ing feels, as do others, that all the ar­ 
bitration necessary b etw e en 'th e en­ 
tente and Germany has already occur­ 
red and that Uncle Sam had his part 
in it. 
It took place at Chateau Thier­ 
ry, Belleau W ood, St. Mihiel and sev­ 
eral other places of glorious memory 
and the verdict 
rendered 
ought 
to 
stand. 
That verdict which was em ­ 
bodied in the treaty 
signed

concerned, provided what should be 
done and the manner of determining 
the amount that should be paid by the 
offending nation for the ruthless de­ 
struction caused by her armies during 
all the months it scourged the suffer­ 
ing lands.

and Lorraine, together with a billion 
dollars in gold as indemnity. 
N othing 
w as said about arbitration then. 
On 
the contrary Germany took passession 
of its acquired territory im m ediately 
and forced the payment of the billion 
dollars within three years, its troops 
occupying French strategic points and 
its large cities until the last centim e 
w as paid. 
France 
to its everlasting 
credit made its final payment Septem ­ 
ber 6. 1873, the Germans evacuating 
on the thirteenth of the same month.
